The Economy of Cor 
Vehicles, 





The results of an analysis of the informa 
tion obtained from a number of the most ex 


tensive users of commercial motor vehicles 
have been set forth in the Review of Reviews 
for October in a comprehensive article writ- 
ten by Walter Wardrop, editor of The Power 


Wagon. Selecting 17 important installations, 


it is found that they represent 1562 machines, 
costing $3,545,000 Of this number the Adams 


Express Co. has 400 motor vehicles in use. 
it relies exclusively upon motor transporta- 


tion in Buffalo, Rochester, New Haven and 
Indianapolis The Buffalo service of this 
company has been operated on an all-motor 


basis for the past five years. The Gimbel 
Bros. operate their New York department 
store with all motor vehicle service at a cal 
culated saving of 46 per cent. over its pre 
vious horse-drawn delivery service in Phila 
deiphia and Milwaukee. It is found on an 
examination of the records of the number of 
commercial motor vehicles in use that they 
are distributed in all sections of the country. 
New York city leads with 2500, and other 
cities in proportion. It is apparent from the 
wide distribution that the economy of the 
commercial motor vehicles applies through- 
out the country. Orders for 5, 10, and some 
times 25 and 50 motor wagons are now being 
placed in the confident assurance that the 
machines will give handsome returns on the 
investment One of the large express com- 
panies finds an economy of 23 per cent. in 
their use after careful accounting. A large 
coal dealer in New York has found that the 
l-ton motor trucks mechanically loaded can 
deliver coal at 20 cents per ton as against 
40 cents when draft animals are used. The 
transportation manager of a New York 
wholesale house has given the following 
comparison of horse and electric wagon sery- 
( in his establishment: With l-ton ve 
hicle the cost per ton mile was 42 cents for 
horse-drawn vehicle, 20 cents for electric; 
with 2-ton vehicles, 26 cents and 13 cents, re 
spectively, and with 3%-ton vehicles, 16 cents 
and 10 cents, respectively. These costs are 


comparative only and may be much less 


under more favorable conditions. In Mr. | 


Wardrop’s treatment of this subject the ap 
palling mortality among draft animals is 
noted. As compared with the risk and work 
ing life of the horse, the power wagon is a 
good investment, with its energy a_ fixed 
quantity throughout the year As to its 
service life, a motor vehicle may easily work 
economically for 8 or 10 years, and even 
longer, providing no extraordinary condi 
tions attend its operation. There are many 
that have been in use 10 years and are still 
doing good work, only the wearing parts 
having been kept up as required. As a con- 
clusion Mr. Wardrop says: “Settling down 
to statement with respect to the service of 
motor wagons, experience teaches that 150,000 
miles is not too much to expect from well- 
designed models which receive expert admin- 
istrative attention. On this presumption a 
two-ton truck traveling 50 miles a day for 
y) days in the year would have a useful life 


of at least 10 years.”

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This insect made its appearance in Texas about 1892, and has cradually pread to the 
eastward. In the States west of the Mississippi River the appearance of the weevil has 
generally been followed w a series of short crops until the farmers have learned that by 
the adoption of improved cultural methods they can grow as much cotton perv acre a 
before the inseet arrived, and in some cases more. Profiting by this experience, in the fall 
of 1910 the Company, in conjunction with the Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company, the Ala 
bama Great Southern Railroad Company and the Southern Railway Company in Mississippi, 
organized a Cotton Culture Department, with a General Agent and seven field agents, each 
ene of whom has had practical experience in the growing of cotton under bell-weevil 
conditions. It is the duty of these agents to visit the farmers in their fields and give them 
practical advice as to growing cotton by those methods by which farmers in boll-weevil terri 
tory have recovered their losses and increased their production. This service is free to 
all farmers along our lines desiring to avail themselves of it. Through this means cotton 
srowers in localities to which the weevil may spread are being put in readiness for the 
coming of the insect, so that they will not have to learn how to deal with it after it 
appears, at the cost of short crops, but will be able to maintain their production from the 
start. The value of the work of the Cotton Culture Department is mueh increased by the 
fact that the cultural methods being taught and which must be adopted when the weevil 
appears are identically those by which the yield of cotton per acre may be increased where 
the weevil is not present. It is believed that as a result of the work of this Department, in 
co-operation with the United States Department of Agruculture and State authorities, the 
weevil will do relatively litthe damage if it shall spread to territory along the Company's 
lines. The results attained by the Company's Cotton Culture Department have been suffi 
ciently satisfactory to warrant an increase in the foree of field agents, and the work of 
the Department will be extended farther to the eastward so as to cover all of the territory 
along the Company's lines to which there is even a remote danger that the weevil jnay 
spread within the next several years 

it is interesting to note that, with governmental encouragement and the active support 
of European spinners, efforts are being made to increase cotton production in other parts 
of the world. A recent illustration of this was the publication of a letter from the 
Foreign Office to the British Cotton Growing Association, stating that the first step for 
encouraging the further cultivation of cotton in the Anglo Egyptian Sudan had been taken 
“by putting down a plantation of several thousand acres, to test all conditions of which 
full Knowledge is necessary before any scheme for a larger development can be undertaken,” 
It is also reported that the possibilities of increasing cotton production in British Mast 
Africa are being looked into, and that improved transportation in Uganda is expected to be 
followed by increased production in that region. The French Government, for five years 
past, has annually placed a sum of money at the disposal of the Ministry of the Colonies 
for the purpose of promoting cotton-growing in the French Colonies 

The cotton-producing States of the United States now possess a substantial monopoly 
in the production of cotton, giving them an advantage such as is enjoyed by no other region 
in the world. It is gratifying to be able to state that the statistics of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, covering the period from 1866 to 1910, show that the average 
yield of cotton per acre in each of the cotton-producing States traversed by the lines of 
this Company has been greater in the last ten years than in any preceding ten-year period 
In view of this increase under normal conditions, and as the boii-weevil is not a menace 
to the supremacy of the southern part of the United States in cotton production, for the 
reason that successful and profitable growing of cotton under boll-weevil conditions is a 
matter of the adoption of improved cultural methods, we may expect still larger yields pet 




















acre; and, notwithstanding the efforts being made to expand the industry in other countries 
there should be no difficulty in the American planter keeping pace with the growing demand 
of the world and maintaining the great advantage which he now possesses 


The management of the Company, recognizing that the cutting up of the great ecatth 
ranges of the West into farms will make the consumers of meat products in the United 
States dependent upon farm-grown meats for a larger proportion of their supply, and having 
in view the constant increase in the demand for meats and dairy products in the South and 
in the densely populated “along the North Atlantic seaboard, is making special efforts 
to encourage the development of live stock raising and dairying in its territory 

It is proper that recognition should be made of the valuable assistance rendered by the 
newspapers published in the cities and towns along the Company's lines and by commercial 





organizations, banks and individuals who have aided the Company in all its efforts t 
advance the agricultural prosperity of the Southeast. Highly effective work is being done 
along this line by the United States Department of Agriculture, the Agricultural Commis 
sioners of the several States and the State Agricultural Colleges. The Company is working 


in harmony with all of these agencies,
